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Harris claims most of the delegates she needs for the nomination, 
sets new fundraising record

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice President Kamala 
Harris received the backing of more than half 
of the Democratic delegates she needs to be- 
come her party's nominee, and she set a new 


fundraising record Monday in her first 24 hours 
as a presidential candidate, as top Democrats 
moved to coalesce around her in their bid to 
defeat Republican Donald Trump. 
Aiming to put weeks of intraparty drama over 
President Joe Biden's candidacy and prospects 


in November behind them, prominent Demo- 
cratic elected officials, party leaders and politi- 
cal organizations quickly lined up behind Harris. 
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Harris claims most of the delegates she needs for the nomination, 
sets new fundraising record

The 
Democratic 
worries 
over Biden's fitness for of- 
fice were replaced by fresh 
signs of unity, as the party 
looked to Harris to lead 
them after a seismic shift 
to the presidential contest 
that upended both major 
political parties' carefully 
honed plans for the 2024 
race. 
Biden's 
departure 
frees 
his delegates to vote for 
whomever they choose. 
Harris, whom Biden backed 
after ending his candida- 
cy, is thus far the only de- 
clared candidate and was 
working to quickly secure 
endorsements from a ma- 
jority of delegates. 
Key endorsements Mon- 
day, including Maryland 
Gov. Wes Moore, Michigan 
Gov. Gretchen Whitmer, Il- 
linois Gov. J.B. Pritzker and 
Kentucky Gov. Andy Bes- 
hear, left a vanishing list of 
potential rivals to Harris. 
Speaker 
Emerita 
Nancy 
Pelosi, who had been one 
of the notable holdouts to 
Harris, initially encourag- 
ing a primary to strength- 
en the eventual nominee, 
endorsed Harris Monday. 
Pelosi said she was lending 
her "enthusiastic support" 
to Harris' effort to lead the 
party. 
More than 1,200 pledged 
delegates have told AP or 
announced that they plan 
to support Harris at the con- 
vention, which is over half 
of the pledged delegates 
she needs in order to clinch 
the 
nomination. 
Demo- 
cratic National Commit- 
tee rules most recently set 
1,976 pledged delegates 
as the benchmark to win 
the nomination. 
Winning the nomination is 
only the first item on a stag- 
gering political to-do list for 
her after Biden's decision 
to exit the race, which she 
learned about on a Sun- 
day morning call with the 
president. If she's successful 
at locking up the nomina- 
tion, she must also pick a 
running mate and pivot a 
massive political operation 
to boost her candidacy 
instead of Biden's with just 
over 100 days until Election 


Day. 
On Sunday afternoon, Bi- 
den's campaign formally 
changed its name to Harris 
for President, reflecting that 
she is inheriting his political 
operation of more than 
1,000 staffers and a war 
chest that stood at nearly 
$96 million at the end of 
June. She added $81 mil- 
lion to that total in the first 
24 hours after Biden's en- 
dorsement, her campaign 
said — a presidential fund- 
raising record — with con- 
tributions from more than 
888,000 donors. 
Harris spent much of Sun- 
day surrounded by fam- 
ily and staff, making more 
than 100 calls to Demo- 
cratic officials to line up 
their support for her candi- 
dacy, according to a per- 
son familiar with the matter 
who spoke on the condi- 
tion of anonymity to discuss 
the effort. It comes as she 
tries to move her party past 
the painful, public wran- 
gling that had defined the 
weeks since Biden's disas- 
trous June 27 debate with 
Trump. 
Speaking to party leaders, 
Harris expressed gratitude 
for 
Biden's 
endorsement 
but insisted she was look- 
ing to earn the nomination 
in her own right, the person 
said. 
In a sign that the Demo- 
cratic Party was moving to 
coalesce behind her, Harris 


quickly won endorsements 
from the leadership of sev- 
eral influential caucuses 
and political organizations, 
including the AAPI Victory 
Fund, which focuses on 
Asian American and Pa- 
cific Islander voters, The 
Collective PAC, focused 
on building Black political 
power, and the Latino Vic- 
tory Fund, as well as the 
chairs of the Congressional 
Progressive Caucus and 
the Congressional Hispan- 
ic Caucus and the entire 
Congressional Black Cau- 
cus. Harris, if elected, would 
be the first woman and first 
person of South Asian de- 
scent to be president. 
Notably, a handful of men 
who had already been dis- 
cussed as potential running 
mates for Harris — Pennsyl- 
vania Gov. Josh Shapiro, 
North Carolina Gov. Roy 
Cooper and Arizona Sen. 
Mark Kelly — also swiftly is- 
sued statements endorsing 
her. Aides to Shapiro and 
Cooper 
confirmed 
that 
Harris spoke with them Sun- 
day afternoon. In her brief 
call with Cooper, the North 
Carolina governor told Har- 
ris he was backing her to 
be the Democratic nomi- 
nee, according to Cooper 
spokeswoman Sadie Wein- 
er. 
But former President Barack 
Obama held off on an im- 
mediate 
endorsement, 
as some in the party have 


expressed worry that the 
quick shift to Harris would 
appear to be a coronation, 
instead pledging his sup- 
port behind the eventual 
party nominee. 
West Virginia Sen. Joe Man- 
chin, who left the party ear- 
lier this year but considered 
re-registering as a Demo- 
crat to vie for the nomina- 
tion against the vice presi- 
dent, told CBS News on 
Monday that he would not 
be a candidate. 
In an indication of how she 
will have to balance her 
day job and her new role 
as candidate, Harris made 
her first public appearance 
Monday morning at the 
White House, where she 
opened her address to Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic 
Association championship 
teams by praising Biden's 
"unmatched" legacy, say- 
ing she was "deeply grate- 
ful for his service to our na- 
tion." 
Harris was filling in at the 
event for Biden, who is re- 
covering at his home in Re- 
hoboth Beach, Delaware 
after contracting COVID-19 
last week. 
She was later set to travel 
to Wilmington, where the 
Biden campaign had been 
headquartered, to meet 
with her new campaign 
staff. 
Harris, 
in 
a 
statement, 
praised Biden's "selfless and 
patriotic act" in deciding 


to leave the race and said 
she intends to "earn and 
win" her party's nomination. 
"I will do everything in my 
power to unite the Demo- 
cratic Party — and unite 
our nation — to defeat 
Donald Trump and his ex- 
treme Project 2025 agen- 
da," she said. 
Biden planned to discuss his 
decision to step aside later 
this week in an address to 
the nation. He wrote in a 
letter posted Sunday to his 
X account, "I believe it is in 
the best interest of my par- 
ty and the country for me 
to stand down and to focus 
solely on fulfilling my duties 
as President for the remain- 
der of my term." 
Nearly 30 minutes after he 
delivered the news that he 
was folding his campaign, 
Biden threw his support be- 
hind Harris. 
"Today I want to offer my 
full support and endorse- 
ment for Kamala to be the 
nominee of our party this 
year," he said in another 
post on X. "Democrats — it's 
time to come together and 
beat Trump." 
The Democratic National 
Convention is scheduled to 
be held Aug. 19-22 in Chi- 
cago, but the party had 
announced it would hold 
a virtual roll call to formally 
nominate Biden before in- 
person proceedings be- 
gin. The convention's rules 
committee is scheduled to 
meet this week to finalize its 
nomination process and it 
is unclear how it will be ad- 
justed to reflect Biden's exit. 
Congressional 
Hispanic 
Caucus chairwoman Nan- 
ette Barragan, who em- 
phasized 
that 
she 
was 
"all in" behind the vice 
president, said she spoke 
Sunday with Harris, who 
communicated that she 
preferred to forgo a virtual 
roll call for the nomination 
process and instead hold 
a process that adheres to 
regular order. 
The Democratic National 
Committee's chair, Jaime 
Harrison, said in a state- 
ment that the party would 
"undertake a transparent 
and orderly process" to se- 
lect "a candidate who can 
defeat Donald Trump in 
November."q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency is awarding $4.3 
billion in grants to fund proj- 
ects in 30 states to reduce 
climate pollution. The money 
will go to 25 projects target- 
ing greenhouse gas emis- 
sions from transportation, 
electric power, commercial 
and residential buildings, in- 
dustry, agriculture and waste 
and materials management. 
The grants are paid for by the 
2022 climate law approved 
by congressional Democrats. 
The law, officially known as 
the Inflation Reduction Act, 
includes nearly $400 billion in 
spending and tax credits to 
accelerate the expansion of 
clean energy such as wind 
and solar power, speeding 
the nation’s transition away 
from the oil, coal and natu- 
ral gas that largely cause 
climate change. 
The latest round of grants in- 
cludes $396 million to Penn- 
sylvania to reduce industrial 
greenhouse gas emissions 
from cement, asphalt and 
other material. EPA Adminis- 
trator Michael Regan will join 
Pennsylvania Gov. Josh Sha- 
piro in Pittsburgh on Monday 
to announce grant recipients 
in his state, a political battle- 
ground in the 2024 election, 
and across the nation. 
Senior EPA leaders also will 
join Democratic Sen. Alex 
Padilla of California on Mon- 


day to announce nearly $500 
million 
for 
transportation 
and freight decarboniza- 
tion at the ports of Los An- 
geles and Long Beach. The 
grants will provide incentives 
for electric charging equip- 
ment, zero-emission freight 
vehicles and conversion of 
cargo handling equipment 
to lower emissions. 
“President 
Biden 
under- 
stands that America needs 
a strong EPA,’’ Regan told 
reporters Friday, noting the 
Democratic administration 
“has made the largest cli- 


mate investment in history, 
providing billions of dollars to 
state, local and tribal gov- 
ernments to tackle climate 
change with the urgency it 
demands.’’ 
The funds, to be delivered 
this fall, “will help implement 
community-driven solutions 
that reduce air pollution, 
advance 
environmental 
justice and help accelerate 
America’s clean energy tran- 
sition,’’ Regan said. 
Shapiro, a Democrat who 
has been mentioned as a 
possible vice presidential 


pick now that Biden has 
stepped down from the 
presidential race, said his ad- 
ministration has taken action 
to address climate change 
while continuing to create 
energy jobs and expand the 
economy. 
The grant being announced 
Monday “is one of the largest 
federal grants Pennsylvania 
has ever received,’’ Shapiro 
said in a statement ahead of 
Monday’s announcement. 
The state will work with RISE 
PA, a new initiative aimed 
at reducing industrial sector 


emissions in Pennsylvania. 
The Nebraska Department of 
Environment and Energy will 
receive $307 million to boost 
“climate-smart” agriculture 
and 
reduce 
agricultural 
waste from livestock, officials 
said. The grant also will fund 
projects to improve energy 
efficiency in commercial and 
industrial facilities and low- 
income households, as well 
as deploy solar panels and 
electrify irrigation wells. 
Mayor Leirion Gaylor Baird of 
Lincoln, Nebraska, said the 
grant will enhance energy 
efficiency of homes and 
commercial buildings in her 
city. A city analysis indicates 
that investing in energy ef- 
ficiency and electrification 
could reduce Lincoln’s emis- 
sions by 77% by 2050, Baird 
said on a White House call 
Friday. 
The grant also will ensure 
Lincoln residents have “eq- 
uitable access to the clean 
energy transition’’ by provid- 
ing assistance to low-income 
residents, she said. 
Other grants include nearly 
$250 million to boost electric 
vehicle infrastructure along 
Interstate 95 from Maryland 
to Connecticut. The project 
will provide charging infra- 
structure for commercial 
zero-emission vehicles and 
provide technical assistance 
for workforce development 
along the I-95 corridor, one 
of the most heavily traveled 
in the nation.q

CrowdStrike CEO called to testify to 
Congress over cybersecurity’s firm role 
in global tech outage 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
House leaders are calling on 
CrowdStrike CEO George 
Kurtz to testify to Congress 
about 
the 
cybersecurity 
company's role in sparking 
the widespread tech out- 
age that grounded flights, 
knocked banks and hospital 
systems offline and affected 
services around the world. 
CrowdStrike said this week 
a "significant number" of the 
millions of computers that 
crashed on Friday, causing 
global disruptions, are back 
in operation as its custom- 


ers and regulators await a 
more detailed explanation 
of what went wrong. 
Republicans who lead the 
House Homeland Security 
committee said Monday 
they want those answers 
soon. 
"While 
we 
appreciate 
CrowdStrike's response and 
coordination with stake- 
holders, we cannot ignore 
the magnitude of this in- 
cident, which some have 
claimed is the largest IT out- 
age in history," said a letter 
to Kurtz from Rep. Mark E. 


Green of Tennessee and 
Rep. Andrew Garbarino of 
New York. 
They added that Americans 
"deserve to know in detail 
how this incident happened 
and the mitigation steps 
CrowdStrike is taking." 
A defective software up- 
date sent by CrowdStrike 
to its customers disrupted 
airlines, 
banks, 
hospitals 
and other critical services 
Friday, affecting about 8.5 
million machines running Mi- 
crosoft's Windows operating 
system. 


The painstaking work of fix- 
ing it has often required a 
company's IT crew to manu- 
ally delete files on affected 
machines. 


CrowdStrike said late Sun- 
day in a blog post that it was 
starting to implement a new 
technique to accelerate re- 
mediation of the problem.q

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Wildfires plague the West amid a scorching heat wave. Homes 
burn in Southern California 


RIVERSIDE, Calif. (AP) — 
Three homes lay in ruins 
Monday after one of many 
dangerous wildfires in the 
West suddenly swept into a 
Southern California neigh- 
borhood during a blistering 
heat wave. 
The homes were ravaged 
when the fire erupted Sun- 
day afternoon in a hilly area 
of Riverside, a city about 60 
miles (95 kilometers) east 
of Los Angeles. Four other 
structures were damaged, 
Riverside Deputy Fire Chief 
Steve McKinster said. 
The cause of the fire, which 
had scorched just under a 
square mile (2.6 square kilo- 
meters), was under investi- 
gation. 
Resident Noel Piri and his 
wife were away when they 
got a call about a fire in the 
neighborhood, rushed home 
and rescued their dog. Un- 
fortunately, their house was 
in flames when firefighters 
arrived, The Press-Enterprise 
reported. 
"It was kind of sad to see the 
house was gone," Piri told the 
newspaper after rummaging 
through the remains of the 
newly remodeled house. 
Riverside hit 102 degrees 
(38.9 Celsius) on Sunday 
amid a heat wave that has 
been largely focused on the 
interior of California and is 


expected to last through 
much of the week. 
Many other fires were also 
burning 
throughout 
the 
state, including one that 
started Saturday and rapidly 
expanded to more than 4 
square miles (10.3 square ki- 
lometers) on the border of 
Lake and Colusa counties, 
northwest of Sacramento. 
Containment reached 25% 
on Monday. 
More than two dozen fires 
were burning in the Pacific 
Northwest and Idaho, where 
lightning ignited more blazes 
in Oregon over the weekend 


amid extremely dry and hot 
conditions. The largest blazes 
were active in rural areas of 
eastern Oregon and Wash- 
ington, where smoke im- 
pacted air quality. 
Authorities evacuated the 
town of Huntington, Oregon, 
with a population of about 
500, and closed a stretch 
of Interstate 84 late Sunday 
after thunderstorms caused 
a massive smoke column to 
collapse. 
The implosion of the plume 
sent winds of 50 mph (80 
kph) in every direction, rais- 
ing fears the fire would jump 


I-84, the Baker County Sher- 
iff's Office said in a Face- 
book post announcing the 
"go now" evacuations. 
By Monday, I-84 had re- 
opened and the town was 
still safe, but evacuation or- 
ders remained in place and 
extreme fire behavior was 
expected again, authorities 
said. The fire covered more 
than 272 square miles (704 
square kilometers) with no 
containment. 
Large wildfires can gener- 
ate huge plumes of smoke 
and ash that can rise more 
than 5 miles (8 kilometers), 


depending on conditions 
such as the terrain, weather 
and temperature. The col- 
umns can collapse when the 
amount of heat over the fire 
drops — from changing fuels 
or weather — and reduces 
the updraft, or when strong 
winds sheer off the top of the 
column. 
In the most extreme cases, 
smoke columns can be 
topped with "fire clouds," or 
pyrocumulus clouds, that 
look much like the thunder- 
heads that develop before 
a big thunderstorm. 
It's not unusual for a smoke 
column to collapse, and 
some fires go through mul- 
tiple cycles of column col- 
lapse and regeneration in 
a day, according to the 
Southwest Fire Science Con- 
sortium. 
Authorities in Utah, mean- 
while, lifted evacuation or- 
ders for a wildfire in Salt Lake 
City that threatened neigh- 
borhoods near the state 
Capitol over the weekend. 
The blaze began Saturday 
and grew to about 200 acres 
(80 hectares). The evacua- 
tion order was lifted late Sun- 
day, but officials cautioned 
that residents needed to 
remain ready to evacuate, 
with the fire only partially 
under control as of Monday 
morning.q

No prison for a nursing home owner 
who sent 800 residents to ride out a 
hurricane in squalor

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A 
Louisiana businessman who 
sent more than 800 elderly 
residents from his seven nurs- 
ing homes to ride out Hur- 
ricane Ida in a crowded, 
ill-equipped 
warehouse 
pleaded no contest to 15 


criminal counts Monday 
and was sentenced to three 
years of probation. 
Bob Dean Jr. also must pay 
more than $358,000 in res- 
titution to the state health 
department and more than 
$1 million as a monetary 
penalty, but state Attorney 
General Liz Murrill expressed 


frustration in a news release 
that Dean didn't get any 
prison time. 
"We asked specifically that 
he be sentenced to a mini- 
mum of 5 years in prison, and 
not be given only probation. 
I respect our judicial system 
and that the judge has the 
ultimate discretion over the 
appropriate sentence, but I 
remain of the opinion that 
Dean should be serving pris- 
on time," her statement said. 
Dean, 70, owned seven nurs- 
ing homes in New Orleans 
and southeast Louisiana. 
As Ida approached, Dean 
moved hundreds of resi- 
dents into a building in the 
town 
of 
Independence, 


roughly 70 miles (110 kilo- 
meters) northwest of New 
Orleans. 
Authorities said conditions at 
the warehouse deteriorated 
rapidly after the powerful 
storm hit on Aug. 29, 2021. 
They found ill and elderly 
bedridden people on mat- 
tresses on the wet floor, 
some crying for help, some 
lying in their own waste. Civil 
suits against Dean's corpora- 
tion said the ceiling leaked 
and toilets overflowed at the 
sweltering warehouse, and 
there was too little food and 
water. 
Within days after the storm 
hit, the state reported the 
deaths of seven of the evac- 


uees, five of them classified 
as storm-related. 
By the time Dean was ar- 
rested on state charges in 
June 2022, he had lost state 
licenses and federal funding 
for his nursing homes. 
According to Murrill, Dean 
pleaded no contest to 
eight counts of cruelty to 
the infirmed, two counts of 
obstruction of justice and 
five counts of Medicaid 
fraud. Judge Brian Abels 
sentenced Dean to a total 
of 20 years in prison, but de- 
ferred the sentences in favor 
of three years of probation. 
The plea was entered in 
Tangipahoa, north of New 
Orleans. q

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
The U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations traveled to 
Haiti on Monday to meet 
leaders of the new transi- 
tional government and the 
Kenyan police who are the 
vanguard of a U.N.-backed 
force meant to help the 
country’s national police 
curb widespread gang vio- 
lence. 
A senior U.S. administration 
official said Ambassador 
Linda Thomas-Greenfield’s 
one-day visit also seeks to 
encourage action on Hai- 
ti’s humanitarian crisis and 
political reform leading to 
democratic 
elections 
in 
2026. 
The ambassador will make 
two major announcements 
related to Haiti’s security 
and humanitarian crises, 
the official said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
ahead of the visit. 
Gangs have grown in pow- 
er since the July 7, 2021, as- 
sassination of President Jo- 
venel Moïse and are now 
estimated to control up to 
80% of the capital, Port-au- 
Prince, and have spread 


into surrounding areas. The 
surge in killings, rapes and 
kidnappings has led to a 
violent uprising by civilian 
vigilante groups. 
There has been wide in- 
ternational support for the 
new transitional govern- 


ment led by Prime Minister 
Garry Conille, a former U.N. 
development 
specialist 
who arrived in the coun- 
try in early June. Earlier this 
month, he told the U.N. 
Security Council that the 
Kenyan police will be cru- 


cial to helping control the 
country’s gangs and mov- 
ing 
toward 
democratic 
elections. 
According to U.N. agen- 
cies, the violence has dis- 
placed 
580,000 
people, 
more than half of whom 


are children, and resulted 
in 4 million people facing 
food insecurity. 
In a signal of support for the 
U.N. mission to Haiti and the 
Kenyan 
police, 
Thomas- 
Greenfield will visit the po- 
lice force’s living complex 
and meet Conille, mem- 
bers of the transitional pres- 
idential council and U.N. 
and civil society represen- 
tatives. 
Haiti asked for an inter- 
national force to combat 
gangs in 2022, and U.N. 
Secretary-General 
Anto- 
nio Guterres appealed for 
months for a country to 
lead the force before the 
Kenyans came forward. 
A second Kenyan contin- 
gent of 200 police officers 
landed in Haiti last week, 
following the first contin- 
gent of 200 officers last 
month. The multinational 
force will eventually total 
2,500 personnel from Ke- 
nya, the Bahamas, Ban- 
gladesh, Barbados, Benin, 
Chad and Jamaica. 
They will be deployed in 
phases at a cost of some 
$600 million a year, ac- 
cording to the U.N. Security 
Council. q

BRASILIA, Brazil (AP) — Bra- 
zil’s President Luiz Inácio 
Lula da Silva said Monday 
his Venezuelan counter- 
part Nicolás Maduro should 
respect the results of the 
elections 
scheduled 
for 
Sunday, and said he was 
“frightened” by Maduro’s 
reference to a possible 
post-election bloodbath. 
The veteran leader will 
send a top diplomat to 
neighboring Venezuela as 
an observer of the vote. 
“Maduro knows that the 
only chance for Venezuela 
to return to normality is to 
have an electoral process 
that is respected by ev- 
eryone,” Lula told report- 
ers at the presidential resi- 
dence in Brasilia. “He has 
to respect the democratic 
process.” Maduro has gov- 


erned 
Venezuela 
since 
2013, taking over after the 
death of predecessor and 
mentor Hugo Chávez. The 
61-year-old has won elec- 
tions that his adversaries 
deemed not to be free and 
fair. His 2018 reelection was 
widely considered a sham, 
as major opposition par- 
ties and candidates were 
banned from participating. 
His main adversary will be 
Edmundo González, a for- 
mer diplomat chosen by 
the 
opposition 
coalition 
to replace the fiery leader 
María Corina Machado on 
the ballot. 
“If Maduro wants to con- 
tribute for growth to return 
to Venezuela, for people 
who 
left 
Venezuela 
to 
come back and to estab- 
lish a state of economic 
growth, he needs to re- 
spect the democratic pro- 


cess,” Lula said. 
Lula, who for many years 
refused to openly criticize 
the 
Venezuelan 
leader, 
said he will send former for- 
eign minister Celso Amorim 
to watch the elections on 
Sunday. Other Brazilian ob- 
servers will also be present. 
“I 
got 
frightened 
with 
Maduro’s statement say- 
ing there will be a blood- 
bath if he loses. When you 
lose, you go home and 
get ready to run in another 
election,” Lula said. 
In recent weeks, Maduro 
and allies have increased 
their references to post- 
election violence, assert- 
ing that the opposition will 
carry out violent demon- 
strations and reject the re- 
sults, which the ruling party 
claims will show it victorious. 
“The destiny of Venezuela 
depends on our victory,” 


Maduro told a rally this 
month. “If we want to avoid 
a bloodbath, or a fratricid- 
al civil war triggered by the 
fascists, then we must guar- 
antee the biggest electoral 
victory ever.” 
Lula also said he tried to 


speak to Nicaragua’s Presi- 
dent Daniel Ortega on be- 
half of Pope Francis about 
the leftist leader’s decision 
to eject more than a dozen 
Roman Catholic clergymen 
from the Central American 
nation. q

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NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — 
Cyprus on Monday put on 
display artifacts some of 


them thousands of years 
old that were returned 
after a Turkish art dealer 


looted them from the ethni- 
cally divided island nation 
decades ago. 
Aydin Dikmen took the ar- 
tifacts from the country’s 
breakaway north in the 
years after Cyprus’ split in 
1974, when Turkey invaded 
following a coup mounted 
by supporters of union with 
Greece. 
The 
antiquities 
were kept in Germany af- 
ter authorities there seized 
them in 1997, and protract- 
ed legal battles secured 
their repatriation in three 
batches, the last one this 
year. 
Addressing the unveiling 
ceremony at Cyprus’ ar- 
chaeological 
museum, 
President 
Nikos 
Christo- 
doulides said the destruc- 


tion of a country’s cultural 
heritage as evidenced in 
recent conflicts becomes 
a “deliberate campaign 
of cultural and religious 
cleansing that aims to elim- 
inate identity.” 
Among the 60 most recent- 
ly returned artifacts put on 
display include jewelry from 
the Chalcolithic Period be- 
tween 3500-1500 B.C. and 
Bronze Age bird-shaped 
idols. 
Antiquities 
that 
Dikmen 
also looted but were re- 
turned years ago include 
1,500-year-old mosaics of 
Saints Luke, Mark, Matthew 
and James. 
They are among the few 
examples of early Chris- 
tian works to survive the 


Iconoclastic period in the 
8th and 9th centuries when 
most such works were de- 
stroyed. 
Cyprus’ authorities and the 
country’s Orthodox Church 
for decades have been 
hunting for the island’s loot- 
ed antiquities and centu- 
ries-old relics from as many 
as 500 churches in open 
auctions and on the black 
market. 
The museum’s antiquities 
curator, Eftychia Zacha- 
riou, told the ceremony 
that Cyprus in recent years 
has benefited from a shift in 
thinking among authorities 
in many countries who now 
opt to repatriate antiquities 
of dubious provenance.q

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 
President Ferdinand Marcos 
Jr. on Monday ordered an 
immediate ban on wide- 
spread and mostly Chinese- 
run online gaming opera- 
tions in the Philippines, ac- 
cusing them of venturing 
into crimes, including finan- 
cial scams, human traffick- 
ing, torture, kidnappings 
and murders. 
His move to ban the Chi- 
nese-run online gambling 
outfits — estimated to num- 
ber more than 400 across 
the Philippines and employ- 
ing tens of thousands of Chi- 
nese and Southeast Asian 
nationals— 
came 
amid 
an ongoing government 
crackdown 
backed 
by 
Beijing. That has led to the 
shutdown of several sprawl- 
ing complexes with dozens 
of buildings, where authori- 
ties suspect thousands of 
Chinese, Vietnamese and 
other nationals mostly from 
Southeast Asia have been il- 
legally recruited and forced 
to work in dismal conditions. 
Marcos 
announced 
the 
decision during his state-of- 
the-nation address, when 
he also said that the Phil- 
ippines would press efforts 
to strengthen its defensive 
capability by forging secu- 
rity alliances with friendly 
countries to counter threats 
to its territorial interests in 


the South China Sea, add- 
ing that his country would 
only settle disputes through 
diplomacy. 
The Philippines has a com- 
plicated relationship with 
China, 
including 
signifi- 
cant trade engagements 
and cooperation against 
crimes. But the neighboring 
Asian countries have also 
had longstanding disputes 
in the South China Sea 
which have grown increas- 
ingly hostile since last year. 
Relatedly, Philippine sena- 
tors ordered the arrest of 
a town mayor in Tarlac 


province north of Manila 
who has failed to appear 
at public hearings where 
allegations 
against 
her 
were being investigated, 
including her alleged links 
to a large online gambling 
complex near her town- 
hall and suspicions that she 
fraudulently hid her Chinese 
nationality to be able to run 
for a public office reserved 
only for Filipinos. 
The mayor, Alice Guo, has 
denied any wrongdoing 
but has been suspended 
from her post with her finan- 
cial assets ordered frozen. 


Philippine senators say the 
massive online gambling in- 
dustry has flourished largely 
due to corruption in regula- 
tory agencies and payoffs 
to local officials. 
“Disguising as legitimate en- 
tities, their operations have 
ventured into illicit areas fur- 
thest from gaming such as 
financial scamming, money 
laundering, prostitution, hu- 
man 
trafficking, 
kidnap- 
ping, brutal torture, even 
murder,” Marcos said in his 
address. “The grave abuse 
and disrespect to our system 
of laws must stop.”Marcos 


ordered the government’s 
gaming agency to wind 
down the operations of the 
so-called Philippine offshore 
gaming operators, or PO- 
GOs, by yearend, drawing 
loud applause from legisla- 
tors and top officials at the 
House of Representatives. 
He asked labor officials to 
look for alternative jobs for 
Filipino workers who would 
be 
displaced 
because 
of the shutdown. Setting 
out his vision for the year 
ahead, Marcos outlined 
moves to address a range 
of issues, including soaring 
costs of food and electric- 
ity, poverty and low wages. 
His administration’s “blood- 
less war” on dangerous 
drugs never aimed at “ex- 
termination,” Marcos said 
in an obvious criticism of his 
predecessor’s brutal anti- 
drugs crackdown that left 
thousands of mostly inno- 
cent suspects killed. 
The International Criminal 
Court has been investigat- 
ing the widespread drug kill- 
ings under former President 
Rodrigo Duterte as a possi- 
ble crime against humanity. 
Duterte has denied autho- 
rizing extra-judicial killings. 
On Manila’s increasingly 
hostile disputes with Beijing, 
Marcos stressed the Philip- 
pines would not back down 
but would only resort to 
peaceful means to resolve 
any dispute. q

To stay with the animals, let’s hop to an amaz- 
ing place. Something different to do, an expe- 
rience that is to be enjoyed by people of all 
ages. Welcome to Philip’s Animal Garden. We 
are not talking about a zoo here, this is actu- 
ally a sanctuary for all types of creatures, from 


horses to peacocks, kangaroos to turtles, mon- 
keys, goats, and many, many more different 
species. The place was founded in 2009 and it is 
the only organization rescuing and rehabilitat- 
ing exotic animals in Aruba, which has resulted 
in an amazing collection of these animals. They 
provide a suitable living environment for all 
the rescued animals. Up until now the owner, 
Philip, has built this shelter with his own efforts; 
building all the cages from scratch, designing 
all structures and welding them with his own 
bare hands. His goal is to upgrade the facilities 
to a world-class animal shelter with veterinary 
care and round-the-clock staffs. With the input 
from the Aruban community and visitors they 
provide the best care for these animals.

The Lighthouse 


No, you would not think of this as a hidden gem. 
The California Lighthouse is actually one of the 
most known highlights in Aruba and many re- 
peated guests most probably took the ride up- 
hill already. But, there is a significant change to 
this tower. Since September 2016 you can climb 
the top. In 2015 Stichting Monumentenfonds 
started the restoration of the California Light- 
house. The project finished in September 2016 
and the Lighthouse is now open for visitors to 
enjoy the beautiful view from the top. The con- 
struction of the California Lighthouse started in 
1915. The name ‘California’ came from a vessel 
of the West India Company and Pacific Steam- 
ship Co. called ‘California’ that shipwrecked in 
the area in 1891. Therefore they came up with 
the idea of building a lighthouse that could in- 
dicate the island’s eastern tip to ships with its 
light. www.arubalighthouse.com will give you 
more information. 


Kayak in the Mangroves

Other locations, 
like the Ayo and Casibari Rock formation are 
situated more in the center of the island, and 
are free for guests, 24 hours a day.

The Bali Restaurant: a touristic hot spot and lost gem on the island 


(Oranjestad)—Once 
lo- 
cated in what is now the 
Renaissance Marina, the 
Bali Restaurant was once 
both a touristic and local 
hot spot, and nowadays 
it’s considered a forgotten 
gem on the island. 


Known as “the floating res- 
taurant”, Bali first opened 
in 1955 by Willem “Bill” 
Strijland, who had experi- 
ence in Javanese cuisine. 
At the time, the restaurant 
was 
pretty 
exclusive— 
with space to host only 25 


guests. Yet, 4 years later, it 
was named the best res- 
taurant in the Caribbean 
by the Caribbean Tourist 
Association. 
The restaurant was proba- 
bly most iconic for its Java- 
nese-inspired exterior with 
its pointy, slanted roofs. 
However, the first version of 
Bali did not look like that at 
all but was still considered 
as one of the most popu- 
lar restaurants on the island 
at the time. The restaurant 
saw three different owners 
during its existence, during 


which it underwent various 
renovations and rebrand- 
ing. 
In	1964,	the	restaurant	was	 
taken over by Karel “Carl” 
Schmand. Over the years, 
the 
restaurant 
needed 
constant renovation and 
repair, mainly due to its vul- 
nerability to leaks and the 
unstable pillars underneath 
the foundation. However, 
the biggest change made 
to the restaurant happened 
in the year 1970—still under 
the ownership of Schmand, 
when it got its iconic pointy 
roofs. The restaurant was 


also expanded to host a 
total of 85 guests. This was 
“The New Bali”, who had its 
official (re)opening in 1972. 


After 1972, when Ronny 
Schmand took over, the 
restaurant saw yet another 
expansion; this time com- 
plete with a long bar and 
dance floor, where guests 
enjoyed live music from 
legendary Aruban musi- 
cian and composer, Toti 
Arends. 


After 1989, the restaurant 
was again handed over 


to other owners, and since 
then suffered from unstable 
pillars underneath the foun- 
dation, resulting in various 
leaks and overflowing of 
water into the restaurant. 
And as most great things 
come to an end, so did the 
survival and maintenance 
of 
the 
Bali 
Restaurant. 
However, folks today still 
reminisce its legacy, and 
it’s	 now	 considered	 a	 lost	 
monument.

Visit the island’s hidden natural pools 


(Oranjestad)—Amongst the countless beaches 
surrounding the island that are well-known and 
frequently visited, there are an additional two 
“hidden” natural pools that are situated in the 
northern coast of the island, two ideal stops in 
your tour itinerary. 


Conchi (Natural Pool) 
For many years, Conchi was the only natural pool 
that we had on the island. Located in the Arikok 
National Park, near Boca Keto and the Daimari 
Ranch, Conchi—also known “Cura di Turtuga 
(Turtle’s Cove) or just Natural Pool—is reach- 
able with any 4x4 vehicle or by foot if you’re up 
for a long hike. However, since it is part of the 
National Park, you must first get permission from 


park management to enter. You would have to 
purchase a day pass, and receive a wristband 
as proof of payment. Once you’ve completed 
that, you are set! If you decide to hike from the 
entrance of the Arikok National Park, this is also 
possible: do bring plenty of protective clothing 
and enough water and food—it could take you 
up to three hours to hike there! 
However, when you eventually do get there, you 
will be greeted with crystal blue water surrounded 
by a natural rock formation that protects you 
from the wild waves on the other side. Though 
the pool is located on the northern side of the 
island (where the sea is largely rough and largely 
no suitable for swimming), the pool itself is very 
calm. It’s also relatively deep, and you can climb 
up the rocks and jump in! 


Cave Pool 
This relatively new pool appeared just a few years 
ago, when a part of the dried up coral floor broke 
off and created a partition between the ocean 
and what is now the natural pool that is hidden 
there. Because it’s still so new, there is no official 
name for it, but most people just call it the cave 
pool. 
Just like the Conchi, the new natural pool is situ- 


ated on the northern coast of Aruba. However, 
this pool is much easier to reach with any type of 
vehicle, and there is no hiking needed. This spot 
has also become a regular stop for touring visitors. 
When you get there, maybe you won’t be able 
to spot the pool immediately, because you will 
probably notice the moon-shaped lagoon where 
wild northern waves crash into each other. Sounds 
scary, but if you look down on your right, you’ll 
see a calm, crystal blue little pool in the corner. 
To get there, you have to climb down some stairs. 
Be careful when climbing down and follow the 
instructions of your tour guide if you have one. 


And just like Conchi, this pool also has a jumping 
spot, and a rope to climb back up the boulder. q

Still wrapped up in his act, 
Nanzi turned back face 
down. “Me, a father of nine 
little children…” 
Cha Tiger was shocked. 
Nanzi 
looked 
absolutely 
terrible, God knows he was 
dying. 
“Cha Tiger, you’re strong. 
Could you put me on your 
back and take me to Shon 
Arei, I can barely walk,” 
Nanzi pleaded. Cha Tiger 
took pity on the spider and 
agreed to do this favor. 
Nanzi climbed on the ti- 
ger’s back, letting his body 
fall down and grabbing 
on to Cha Tiger’s neck. 
“Would you mind putting a 
rope in your mouth so I can 
hold on? That way I can sit 
up straight,” Nanzi asked. 
Cha Tiger growled in re- 
luctance but said OK. And 
so they made their way to 
Shon Arei. 


Once they started traveling 
through the mondi, Nanzi 


turned to Cha Tiger and 
said: “These mosquitos are 
so annoying! Cha Tiger, do 
you mind if I cut a piece of 
branch so I can keep these 
mosquitos away?” Cha Ti- 
ger let him take his branch. 
Eventually they made it 
out the mondi to where ev- 
eryone else was. Nanzi im- 
mediately perked up and 
whacked Cha Tiger with his 
branch, making the tiger 
jump. He ran all the way to 
Shon Arei’s castle. Exhaust- 
ed, he plumped down in 
front of His Majesty. 
“See, Shon Arei? Cha Tiger 
ain’t nothing but a big don- 
key!” Nanzi said proudly. 
Everyone around cheered: 
“Hurray, Nanzi!” Poor Cha 
Tiger was so embarrassed 
that he was fooled by the 
conniving spider, and so he 
ran into the mondi to hide. 
To this day, it’s said that the 
tiger still hides away in the 
mondi. 


Cha: Nickname placed in 
front of someone’s name 
and can mean anything, 
like friend. However, it often 
has negative connotations 
first. 
Mondi: dry wooded areas 
found on the ABC islands.

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The Aruban Cunukero 
From past to present 


(Oranjestad)—Aruba’s cul- 
ture consists of rich histori- 
cal traditions that make up 
the Aruban identity and 
lifestyle. However, the life 
of the cunukero (farmer) is 
perhaps the most impor- 
tant aspect of our culture, 
in a sense representing to 
locals the true essence of 
the Aruban. 


Historically, cunucus (farms) 
played a huge role in the 
early social and economic 
development 
of 
Aruba, 
and its relevance dates 
back to the early days of 
the colonization era. Upon 
being discovered by Span- 
ish conquistadors in the late 
15th century, Aruba was 
used primarily as a ranch, 
housing horses and cattle 
brought from Europe. Dur- 
ing the Dutch colonization 
era where the West Indian 
Company (WIC) dominat- 
ed the economic sphere 
on the island, using the land 
to set up cattle farms and 
ranches remained popular. 


Anthropologist Sidney Mintz 
divided Caribbean farmers 
back in four categories: 
1. The “squatters”, who 
were mostly comprised 
of illegal and poor col- 
onists, runaway slaves 
and 
deserters 
who 
took advantage of the 
Spanish’s weak super- 
vision on Caribbean is- 
lands like Cuba and the 
DR; 
2. Then you have “Early 
Yeomen”, who were le- 
gal farmers who came 
to the west under con- 
tract. Once their con- 
tract expired, they were 
given a plot of land for 
independent use; 
3. Proto-Peasants 
were 
plantation slaves who 
were allowed to have 
a small piece of land to 
grow food for their own 
consumption. This was 
to curb the cost of living 
on the plantations; 
4. Lastly you have the 
“Runaway 
Peasant- 
ries”, usually comprised 
of runaway slaves who 
acquired farming tools 
and 
cattle 
through 
stealing or through se- 
cret exchanges with 


other slaves from differ- 
ent plantations. 


However, the Aruban cu- 
nukeros back then are 
hard to place, and their his- 
tory may explain why. 


From 1636 (beginning of 
Dutch colonization era) to 
before the oil industry in 
1924, Aruba’s population 
consisted of mostly farmers. 
These farmers were mostly 
indigenous and were char- 
acterized as peasants. They 
weren’t allowed to partici- 
pate in trading, but instead 
were granted a piece of 
land to live off of. However, 
in exchange for this grant, 
these indigenous farmers 
were obligated to work for 
the WIC, doing daily tasks 
such as taking care of or 
hunting cattle—large ma- 
jority of which were des- 
tined for Curacao, clean 
water 
tanks 
and 
chop 
wood, among other things. 


As much as these farmers 
were given to opportunity 
to live “free” with a plot of 
land, their exclusion from 
the trading and business 
world, as well as being de- 
prived the chance to be- 


come real property and 
cattle owners, made them 
a unique group among 
Caribbean farmers at the 
time. 


The WIC placed a lot of 
restrictions on these indig- 
enous farmers—a method 
to safeguard their cattle 
deposit on the island. The 
indigenous farmers were 
mostly granted less than 7 
acres of land. Those who 
owned bigger land were 
either once affiliated with 
the WIC or were colonists 
who settled on the island 
to try their luck at farming. 
In 1767, there were about 
120 houses/cunucus on the 
island. 


These Aruban farmers were 
also limited to the amount 
of cattle they could keep. 
Most kept goats as cattle, 
as only those who were af- 
filiated with the WIC could 
keep (more) sheep. Of the 
76 goat herders on the is- 
land, about 45 of them had 
less than 30 goats, and only 
7 of them had more than 
60 goats. 


It wasn’t until the WIC was 
defunct in late 18th cen- 


tury 
that 
these 
farmers 
were able to obtain more 
freedom as cunukeros. Af- 
ter 1824, the government 
gave these farmers official 
permission to keep live- 
stock, and the obligations 
once placed on them were 
officially discarded. 


Because of the dry climate 
in Aruba, growing food for 
commercial purposes was 
not popular. The focus was 
mainly on cattle herding 
and taking care of live- 
stock. However, livestock 
need food to survive, and 
when Aruba experienced 
its duper dry climate, many 
farmers would see a big 
loss in their livestock, and 
hence profit. 


Although the WIC at one 
point did try to come up 
with an initiative to get 
more 
people 
to 
have 
land on the island, the cli- 
mate never really allowed 
real profit from farming. 
Because of the climate, 
Aruban farmers in gen- 
eral could not keep large 
quantities of livestock. At 
a certain point toward the 
end of the 18th century, 
the climate got so bad that 


many farmers decided to 
leave the island for a while. 
For this reason, the farm- 
ing economy on the island 
remained small. As the 
years went by and people 
noticed that these farms 
could not really produce 
any sustainable profit, farm- 
ers kept their small piece of 
land just to live off of. This is 
why the Aruban cunukeros 
only played a very tiny role 
into the plantation econo- 
my. 


In modern Aruba, cunucus 
and cunukeros still exist on 
the island, fortunately with 
more freedom and more 
opportunity to tap into the 
agricultural market. These 
farmers usually sell their pro- 
duce on a smaller scale, 
like during farmers’ market 
events and other types of 
(holiday) events.

Giving cash to poor peo- 
ple could result in fewer 
emergency 
department 
visits, a new study suggests. 
The study published Mon- 
day in the Journal of the 
American Medical Asso- 
ciation looked at almost 
2,900 low-income people 
who applied for a lottery 
in the Boston suburb of 
Chelsea, 
Massachusetts. 
Nearly 1,750 of them got 
up to $400 per month from 
November 2020 to August 
2021.The researchers then 
looked at health records 
and found that those who 
received the money had 
27% fewer visits an emer- 
gency room in the nine- 
month period compared 
with those who didn’t re- 
ceive the monthly pay- 
ments. 
“We can trust the poor with 
money,” said co-author Dr. 
Sumit Agarwal, a physician 
at Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston. q

More money could result 
in fewer trips to ER, study 
suggests

It started out as a film about 
rooftoppers. 
The risk-takers who pose 
atop the world’s tallest 
buildings, 
without 
safety 
nets or permission, had long 
been a fascination for film- 
maker Jeff Zimbalist. He’d 
dabbled in the activity, on 
a smaller scale in his youth, 
and was fascinated to 
learn that it had become 
a global phenomenon on 
social media. 
One rooftopper who stuck 
out was Angela Nikolau, 
notable for being one of 
the few women operat- 
ing in the space. She intro- 
duced him to Ivan Beerkus, 
a fellow rooftopper who 
she’d begun doing joint 
posts with. Together, they 
were fascinating and good 
on camera. 
“We didn’t know what the 
finish line was,” Zimbalist 
said in a recent interview 
with The Associated Press. 
“We really took a leap of 
faith on this.” 
But in the making of “ Sky- 
walkers: 
A 
Love 
Story,” 
now streaming on Netflix, 
Zimbalist quickly realized 
that there was something 
bigger happening with his 
subjects: They were falling 
in love. 
This, he knew, was the story. 
The vertigo-inducing spec- 
tacle was the backdrop. 


And like illegally climbing 
an under-construction sky- 
scraper, nothing was going 
to be simple or straightfor- 
ward about the mission of 
putting it all together. In 
total, the small team spent 
six years making the film, 
traveling to six countries 
with Nikolau and Beerkus 
to capture their attempts 
to pose on top of the likes 
of the 1,957-foot (596.6-me- 
ter) Goldin Finance 117, 
in Tianjin, China, and the 
2,227-foot 
(679-meter) 
Merdeka 118 in Kuala Lum- 
pur, Malaysia. 
The film begins in a tense 
moment 
in 
Merdeka: 
They’re trying to get to the 
top undetected. They’re 


scared. And their relation- 
ship is on the line. 
Behind the scenes was the 
inherent danger of it all: The 
trespassing aspect takes on 
a different kind of gravity in 
strict countries like Malay- 
sia. Add in the difficulties 
of continuing production 
through COVID and Rus- 
sia’s war on Ukraine, the 
logistics of filming without 
distracting, and the con- 
stant conversation about 
trust not only between film- 
maker and subjects but be- 
tween the subjects them- 
selves. 
“They’d only been doing 
short form,” Zimbalist said. 
“The idea that we wanted 
access to all of the stuff in 


between their perfect, pol- 
ished, finished poses was a 
new concept to them.” 
Nikolau was already rela- 
tively famous by the time 
Zimbalist got in touch. Born 
in Moscow to circus per- 
former parents, she began 
amassing a large social 
media following by posting 
photos of herself on the top 
of buildings in acrobatic 
poses. Beerkus was too, for 
his more “extreme” photo- 
graphs and films. They were 
both ardently solo acts. But 
when they started climb- 
ing and posing together, 
around 
the 
time 
when 
Zimbalist and his team be- 
gan to follow them, their 
popularity grew. Prior to the 


Netflix debut, she had over 
730,000 followers on Ins- 
tagram, and he had over 
236,000. 
“We wanted to give it all to 
this project like we always 
do,” Beerkus said through 
Maria Bukhonina, who co- 
directed the film and trans- 
lated their interview. “But 
it was unusual when the 
cameras started following 
us everywhere.” 
One place they weren’t 
being followed, however, 
was to the top of the spires 
or cranes. The filmmakers 
had made an agreement 
with their families to only go 
to the base roof with their 
verité cameras so as not to 
distract. Those shots were 
all done by the subjects 
themselves. 
“They rigged themselves 
with body cams and night 
vision and GoPros and 
selfie sticks. Ivan’s a mas- 
ter drone operator. And 
Angela really started to 
understand what cover- 
age was,” Zimbalist said. 
“They’re credited as ex- 
treme cinematographers in 
the film.” 
Another essential lynchpin 
was Bukhonina, who was 
born in Russia, and be- 
came the main conduit 
to the subjects during the 
pandemic. She and their 
small camera crew were 
on the road with them for 
years.q

Spectacle, spires and romance: The ‘real suspense’ behind Netflix 
doc ‘Skywalkers: A Love Story’ 


NEW YORK (AP) — Will Maya Rudolph’s “funt,” aka Vice President Kamala Harris, be 
back on “Saturday Night Live?” 
Speculation has been running hot since Sunday, when President Joe Biden dropped his 
election news, but the “SNL” alum is a busy actor these days. 
Rudolph earned four Emmy nods last week for her work on three different shows: “Loot” 
(just renewed for a third season on Apple TV+), “Big Mouth” on Netflix and two nomina- 
tions for a hosting stint on “SNL.” 
She played Harris several times as a guest on “SNL” in 2019, during the 2020 presidential 
election cycle. Rudolph was a cast member on the NBC show from 2000 to 2007. 
The “Bridesmaids” actor won an Emmy for her Harris in December 2019 during a cold 
open send-up of the PBS Democratic debate soon after Harris dropped out of the presi- 
dential race. She debuted the character earlier that year during a town hall bit that 
had her introducing her Harris as “America’s cool aunt. A fun aunt. I call that a ‘funt.’” 
Her Emmy-winning turn as Harris referenced Lizzo’s “Truth Hurts” with: “I just want to show 
you how good you could’ve had it, America. You withheld your donations, and I got 
tired of waiting, so I walked my fine ass out the door.” Rudolph then sang: “You coulda 
had a bad bitch.” 
Calls for Rudolph to return to the role have flooded social media since Biden stepped 
aside. He and Democratic leaders have thrown their support to Harris as their presiden- 
tial nominee ahead of the Aug. 19 start of the party’s convention in Chicago.q

“(Evason) has spent well 
over two decades in this 
league as a player, as- 
sistant coach and head 
coach and I believe that 
experience, combined with 
the outstanding person he 
is, will allow Dean to get the 
best out of our players and 
put us in a position to suc- 
ceed as a team,” Waddell 
said in a statement. 
Evason coached the Min- 
nesota Wild for parts of the 
past five seasons before 


being fired and replaced 
by John Hynes in Novem- 
ber. This is his second head- 
coaching job in the league, 
a career that also included 
a stint as an assistant with 
Washington and then Min- 
nesota, for which he was a 
midseason replacement of 
Bruce Boudreau in 2020. 
In this role, Evason is tasked 
with 
helping 
end 
the 
Blue Jackets’ postseason 
drought. They have missed 
the playoffs each of the last 
four years and have yet to 
get past the second round 
in 24 seasons as a franchise. 
“There is a great core and 
a lot of young talent on this 
team,” Evason said. “I am 


really looking forward to 
working with this group and 
helping us become a team 
that plays extremely hard 
and competes at the high- 
est level.” 


Evason was a center during 
his playing days, appear- 
ing in over 800 games with 
Washington, Hartford, San 
Jose, Dallas and Calgary

Blaney thought he was per- 
fectly positioned to win the 
Brickyard 400 on Sunday. 
He drove down Indianapo- 
lis Motor Speedway’s front 
straightaway leading the 
outside lane of cars to the 
second-to-last restart, fully 
expecting to inherit the lead 
when race leader Brad Kes- 
elowski ran out of fuel. 
Instead, as Keselowski’s slow- 
ing car pulled off the track, 
Kyle Larson, who was running 
third directly behind Kesel- 
owski, pulled next to Blaney 
on the preferred inside line, 
made the pass for the lead 
and did it again on the final 
restart to seal his first Brickyard 
victory. 
While Larson celebrated by 
kissing Indy’s famed yard of 
bricks, Blaney was lament- 
ing what just happened and 
whether NASCAR officials 
should have done something 
different. 
“Yeah, call it off and rechoose 
(the lanes) because now you 
promote the third-place guy 
before the second-place guy 
if the leader has problems,” 
Blaney said. “That isn’t right. It 
is just dumb luck at this race- 
track where the bottom (line) 
is preferred. I am just upset. 
That is a heartbreaker. We 
did everything right today.” 
Larson played it by the book. 


The cars were already near 
or in the restart zone when 
Keselowski pulled off and Cup 
rules don’t allow for chang- 
ing the restart order, even if 
the leader drops out late. In 
fact, had the same situation 
occurred further back in the 
running order, another driver 
likely would have done exact- 
ly the same thing as Larson. 
Blaney responded on his ra- 
dio with an angry, profane 
rant, saying Cup officials 
“gave” Larson the victory. 
But Blaney and Larson both 
chose their place in line for 


the same reason each knew 
Keselowski was low on fuel 
and each wanted to take 
advantage when he ran out. 
“I was going to choose be- 
hind him no matter what 
lane he took just because 
we hoped he would run out 
before the restart zone,” Lar- 
son said. 
“I was trying to pay attention 
to him, and he was cycling 
his engine, trying to clean 
and warm up his tires, and 
then, yeah, he just dumped 
off onto pit road and I was 
like, ‘Wow, I can’t believe this 


is going exactly how we kind 
of hoped.’” 
Larson acknowledged the 
ensuing situation was con- 
fusing. 
With the leader out, Larson 
said he wasn’t sure whether 
his car or Blaney’s car was 
considered the control car 
on the restart and he didn’t 
know if Blaney could deci- 
pher it, either. 
So, Larson made his move, 
with what he believed two 
cars accelerating nearly in 
unison. 
NASCAR senior vice president 


of competition Elton Sawyer 
explained afterward that if 
the race remained under 
caution for one more lap, cur- 
rent rules would have made 
Blaney the control car but 
would not have allowed to 
change lanes. 
“We had already gone 
through the choose process, 
so we were coming to green 
when (Keselowski) pulled off, 
which allowed (Larson) to pull 
up and transferred control to 
(Blaney),” Sawyer told NAS- 
CAR’s digital platform. 
“This all happens fairly quick. 
Hindsight, I think we still would 
have let that play out the 
way we did. We’ll discuss 
that more.” 
Sawyer and others now have 
a rare two-week Olympic 
break to consider their op- 
tions and whether anything 
needs to be changed or 
clarified. 
But even if NASCAR modi- 
fied the rule, it will be of little 
solace to Blaney. 
“I don’t even know what 
to get mad about,” Blaney 
said after finishing third. “I am 
mad about losing this race 
because I thought we were 
in the perfect position. Once I 
lost control of the race, obvi- 
ously I would have been on 
the bottom, but I thought 
(Keselowski) would run out 
in the restart zone or on the 
back. It stinks to lose it that 
way.” q

LeBron James wasn’t totally 
sure what the opening cer- 
emony was all about when 
he was picked for his first 
Olympics in 2004. 
This time, he’ll be one of the 
stars of the show. 
James has been picked by 
his fellow U.S. Olympians to 
serve as the male flagbearer 
for the Americans in Friday 
night’s opening ceremony 
for the Paris Games. He be- 
comes the third basketball 
player and the first men’s 
player to carry the U.S. flag 
at the start of an Olympics, 
joining Dawn Staley for the 
Athens Games in 2004 and 
Sue Bird for the Tokyo Games 
that happened in 2021. 
“It’s an incredible honor to 
represent the United States on 
this global stage, especially in 
a moment that can bring the 
whole world together,” James 
said. “For a kid from Akron, 
this responsibility means ev- 
erything to not only myself, 
but to my family, all the kids 
in my hometown, my team- 
mates, fellow Olympians and 
so many people across the 
country with big aspirations. 
Sports have the power to 
bring us all together, and 
I’m proud to be a part of this 


important moment.” 
The 39-year-old James got 
word of the honor Monday 
in London, a few hours be- 
fore the U.S. men’s team 
was scheduled to play its fi- 
nal pre-Olympics exhibition 
game against World Cup 
champion Germany. 
Fellow U.S. star and first-time 
Olympian Stephen Curry, 
on behalf of the U.S. men’s 
team, nominated James for 
the flagbearer role. 


“We understand how much 
of an honor it is to be in that 
position and I think Bron’s en- 
tire career, on and off the 
court, speaks for itself as him 
being worthy of that honor,” 
Curry said in the nomination 
video. “He has represented 
what it means to be excellent 
both on and off the court in 
his commitment to service 
and to uplifting the commu- 
nity in all ways that he knows 
how has been a lifelong pas- 


sion,” Curry added. “And the 
work speaks for itself.” 
The female U.S. flagbearer 
is expected to be revealed 
Tuesday. The International 
Olympic Committee de- 
cided in 2020 that national 
delegations would have 
two flagbearers one male, 
one female at the opening 
ceremony at an Olympics, 
a move to promote gender 
parity. The U.S. is expected 
to have nearly 600 athletes in 


the Paris Games, about 53% 
of them female. 
“Being selected by your 
teammates to carry the flag 
is a tremendous honor and a 
testament to LeBron’s passion 
for Team USA and his dedica- 
tion to his sport,” U.S. Olympic 
and Paralympic Committee 
CEO Sarah Hirshland said. 
James a global icon, a four- 
time NBA champion and the 
league’s all-time leading 
scorer set to go into his re- 
cord-tying 22nd NBA season 
is set to play in the Olympics 
for the fourth time, after he 
was part of U.S. teams that 
won bronze in 2004, gold at 
Beijing in 2008 and gold again 
in London in 2012. 
He walked in the opening 
ceremony at each of his 
three previous Olympics. 
This time, he’ll float. 
This will be an opening cer- 
emony like none other in 
Olympic history: Thousands 
of athletes will be part of a 
flotilla sailing along the River 
Seine at sunset toward the 
Eiffel Tower. It’s a 6-kilometer 
(3.7-mile) route, with about 
320,000 guests set to watch 
from the river bank and about 
1 billion more, Olympic of- 
ficials estimate, watching 
on televisions around the 
world.q

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LeBron James selected as Team USA male flagbearer for Paris 
Olympics opening ceremony

Tadej Pogacar withdrew 
from the road race at the 
Paris Olympics late Mon- 
day, one day after becom- 


ing the first rider to win the 
Tour and the Giro d’Italia in 
the same season in nearly 
three decades. 
The 
Slovenian 
Olympic 
Team announced Pogacar 
had withdrawn from the 
Aug. 3 road race due to 
fatigue. 
His professional teammate, 
Domen Novak, will replace 
him rather than Primoz Ro- 
glic, the defending Olym- 
pic time trial gold med- 
alist, who was left off the 
nation’s provisional lineup 
and is likely still recovering 
from the crash that took 
him out of the Tour. 
“Unfortunately, Tadej Po- 
gacar will not be among 
(the riders in Paris),” the Slo- 
venian team said in a state- 
ment. 
“He will be replaced by 


national team colleague 
Domen Novak. We wish 
Domen all the best and 
success.” 
Novak will be joined in the 
Slovenian lineup by Jan 
Tratnik, Matej Mohoric and 
Luka Mezgec. 
“Once again,” the Slovenia 
team said, “congratula- 
tions to the Tour de France 
winner for his third victory in 
the world’s most prestigious 
cycling race, and we hope 
he rests well and prepares 
for his next races.” 
The 25-year-old Pogacar 
has already said he will not 
race in the Vuelta a Espana 
in August, the third of the 
three Grand Tours. Instead, 
he is expected to recuper- 
ate ahead of the world 
championships in Septem- 
ber in Switzerland. 


Pogacar was expected to 
battle two-time winner Jo- 
nas Vingegaard all the way 
to Nice, where the three- 
week Tour ended Sunday 
rather than with its custom- 
ary finish on the Champs- 
Élysées because of the Paris 
Games. Instead, he pulled 
on the leader’s yellow jer- 
sey after winning Stage 4 
to Valloire and never let his 
biggest rivals get anywhere 
close to him the rest of the 
way. 
Pogacar capped his domi- 
nance by winning the time 
trial Sunday for his 17th 
career stage win. He fin- 
ished more than six min- 
utes ahead of Vingegaard 
overall and more than nine 
ahead of third-place Rem- 
co Evenepoel, one of the 
Olympic favorites.q
